TRUMAN TALK 
TONIGHT TO 
BE BROADCAST 


San Francisco, Sept. 4— 


Intensive behind-the-scenes nego- 
tiations today convinced American 
leaders, including President Tru- 
man, that they have the votes to 
defeat any Russian drive to dis- 
rupt the peace. 


But none could say just how 


Icngr it will take to get a peace 
treaty signed. 


Mr. Truman flew in from Wash-, 


ington yesterday with a new warn- 
ing of possible Communist offen- 
sives in Korea, Asia or Europe. 
He will open the conference to- 
night with a major address at 
7:30 p. m. (9:30 p. m., EST.) The 
address will be televised 
and 


broadcast nationally. 


The first working session will 


be held tomorrow morning. Rus- 
sia's tactics are expected to be 
quickly disclosed at that time. 


The president's latest warning 


to the country to be on guard and 
continue its defenses sounded a 
grim note. It came on the eve 
of the gathering of 51 delegations 
at San Francisco's gilt-and-marb1e 
opera house to close the books on 
World War H in the Pacific. 
Though his speech was aimed at 
a homefront audience of potential 
defense bond buyers, it had a di- 
rect significance for the host of 
diplomats assembled here from 
over the world. 


"Whether the negotiations in 


Korea are successful or not", he 
said, "we- must continue to drive 


for "our "country "and the free 
world. 


"The plain fact is that the Com- 


munists may try to resume the 
offensive in Korea at any time. 
Moreover, they are capable of 
launching new attacks in Europe, 
in the Middle East or elsewhere 
in Asia—wherever it suits them*" 


AB conceived by the American

Japanese peace treaty is a major 
task in the drive to build the free 
world's defenses. While formally 
ending World War H and restor- 
ing Japan's independence, it would 
permit Japan to rearm and sign

Feeling of Lasting Peace Is Apparent 
Between Japs and Caucasians at 'Frisco 


By O. K. Hodenfleld 


San-Francisco, Sept.',4— 


This golden gate to the Orient 
made its peact with the Japanese 
long before diplomats started talk- 
ing about a treaty. 


It has the appearance of a last- 


ing peace. Never before has there 
been such good feeling between 
Japanese and Caucasians in San 
Francisco. 


It was vastly different when 


bombs rained down on Pearl Har- 
bor Dec. 7, 1941. Feeling ran 
high against the Japanese here, 
although many were native born 
Americans, or "Nisei." 


More than 110,000 Japanese im- 


mediately were evacuated from 


the west coast, 6,500 from San 
Francisco alone. They were sent 
to relocation centers, far from 
military installations, ports and 
factories subject to sabotage. Even 
those who had only partial Japan- 
ese ancestry were included in 
those rounded up by the U. S. 
army. 


The first to return from the 


camps arrived in San Francisco 
Jan. 2, 1945 — Just eight months 
befort Japan formally surrender- 
ed. 


There were no incidents then. 


There have been few since. 


The Japanese themselves say 


this era of good feeling is, ironical- 
ly, a direct result of the Sear.

FATALITIES IN 
NATION REACH 
TOTAL OF 637

A staggering death toll of more 


than 600 from violent accident* 
marked the nation's observance of 
thj Labor Day weekend. 


Fatalities on the highways, In 


the air and in the water hit an 
all-time high for the holiday. 


Deaths in traffic accidents soared 


to a record high for Labor Day. 


A surrey from 6 p. m. Friday 


to midnight Monday (local time) 
showed: 


637 accidental deaths, compared 


to the 559 over the 1950 Labor 
Day weekend, the previous high. 


44? traffic fatalities as compared 


to the old record of 410 for a .78- 
hour Labor Day holiday In 1949. 


97 persons drowned, including 


37 on the capsized fishing boat 
Pelican off the eastern tip of Long 
Island. The fishing- boat disaster 
was the worst accident over the 
holiday period. 


93 persons lost their lives in ac- 


cidents of miscellaneous nature, 
including plane crashes, fires, falls, 
etc.

"Crazy Fool" Drivers 
Blamed for Accidents 


Chicago, Sept 4 — JP — A 


small proportion of "crazy 
fools" among the nation's mo- 
torists were blamed by a saf- 
ety official for the Labor Day 
weekend's record high death, 
toll. 


Ned H. Dearborn, president 


of the National Safety Coun- 
cil, aaid many of the nearly 
500 traffic victims were "inno- 
cent bystanders who died be- 
cause they had the misfor- 
tune to encounter the crazy 
fools who infest our highways 
these days." 


In a statement, Dearborn 
•aid: 


"Most of our traffic acci- 


dents are caused by relatively 
few people who refuse to act 
like decent human beings and 
behave like morons."

The National Safety Council had 


estimated the traffic death toll 
would reach 390 for the holiday. 
But the council, noting the heavy 
toll during the first two days of 
the extended weekend, revised its 
estimate yesterday to "more than 
500" deaths. 
Last Labor Day 383 were killed 


in highway accidents •while the to- 
tal accidental deaths numbered 
583. 


"It's a high price indeed to pay 


for a little holiday fun," com- 
mented Ned H. Dearborn, Coun- 
cil president, on the record traffic 
toll. 


The council's figures show an 


average of 295 persons have been 
killed in traffic accidents every

WE NEED TECHNICAL 'BRAINS' 


At the time the furore broke over the govern- 


ment's controversial draft tests to determine defer- 
iv.cnis. a prime argument for the examinations was 
the need to assure the nation of sufficient trained 
.scientific and medical personnel. 


In its latest 'issue, Fortune Magazine documents 


that need in just one field—engineering. According 
to Lcivvrence Lessing, one of its editors, industry 
needs 30.000 engineers a year for normal growth and 
replacement. Besides that, it currently has a deficit 
of 60,000 engineers. 


Lessing found that the number of engineering 


graduates is expected to taper off from 25,000 next 
June to a possible low of 12,000 in 1954. 


Engineering enrollments are down sharply, and 


there appears little that can be done about this crit- 
ical shortage in the next few years. Fortune's anal- 
ysis lays blame for the scarcity on: 


The low birth rate of the 1930's; a "national let- 


down" after World War n, marked by a turning away 
from "potentially destructive science"; the slowness 
of Congress in establishing a National Science Foun- 
dation to organize and direct basic research; and 
misleading government reports suggesting a surplus 
of engineers when the reverse was true. 


A committee of Congress has proposed a national 


scientific personnel board to help the president chan- 
nel technical manpower into critical areas of indus- 
try, government research, teaching and military 
service. 


These seem sound proposals to deal with the im- 


mediate dearth of engineers. 
But attention must 


be given to the longer range problem of luring more 
American youths into engineering as a lifetime 
career. 


WATCH OUT FOR 'VOLUNTEERS' 


An ominous report from the Korean front states 


that 20,000 eastern European troops are encamped 
in North Korea ready to do battle in any new Com- 
munist offensive against United Nations forces. 


Military sources are cagey about speculating on 


the nationalities of these "Caucasion volunteers." 
They may be Russians. Robert Allen, columnist, 
said recently that a Czech anti-aircraft regiment was 
among those present in Korea. 


Whoever they are, their activities must be close- 


ly observed. It is to be hoped, too, that UN intel- 
ligence vvill ba able to determine quickly any serious 
incrcr.se in Caucasion forces. We may recall unhap- 
pily with v/l.at disbelief our commanders greeted first 
reports last fall of heavy Chinese Red numbers on the 
Korean front.

The c'r.yj of open, admitted participation of organ- 
ized r.ir.i-os in any war also appear to be ended. 
Xov; a nation's entry begins quietly with a few thou- 
sand ''volunteers" who slip into the line almost un- 
no;'c-:l.

Gamblers Are Targets of Five 
Proposed Tax Bill Amendments

WASHINGTON— (NBA)— The Senate's Kefauver-O'Conor Crime 


Investigating Committee, in its 23 reform measures now before 


Congress, aims to break up the rackets by plugging a Jot of legal 
loopholes. 


One would make it a crime to run any lottery based on the 
report of any Federal government agency. This is aimed at the 
numbers racket bastM on the daily Treasury statement. 


Another proposal would revise the old anti-lottery laws by adding 
a ban on "gambling enterprises or schemes of any kind." It would 
bar use of the mails and interstate commerce for transmission of 
lottery information. It would also ban punch boards. 


Another Committee proposal would make it a federal crime for 


anyone to use telephone or telegram for transmission of gambling 
information. 


The Crime Committee's legal staff tried to write a definition of a 
gambler, and outlaw them. But the task has so far been impossible, 
so a^new approach has been taken. It would make illegal the trans- 
mission across state lines of information used for gambling purposes. 
What it is hoped this will do is stop organized layoff and comeback 
betting by gambling syndicates. 
"FIVE tax bill amendments aimed at gamblers are proposed. 
*• 
One would impose new penalties for violating slot machine 
and retail liquor registration regulations. Occupational tax returns 
by retail vendors have in the' past been filled with false statements 
because there was no penalty. 


Another tax bill would require legalized gambling casinos—like 
Nevada's—to keep books and report daily totals. Illegal casinos 
would be required to keep records of every bet. This would either 
put them out of business or provide one more law for them to break 
and be prosecuted for. 


All tax payers would be required to keep their tax returns for 
seven years, under another proposal. Treasury regulations now 
require records for six years in fraud cases only. 


Other bills would prohibit deductions from income as a business 


expense, any claims for losses <« wagers. And Uwy would seek to 
prohibit, as claims for deductions, any loses from illegal wagers 
This would hit even poker playing, if it was illegal in any state. 
TN prosecuting big gamblers like Frank CosteDo and Frank Erickson, 
* Department of Justice has found itself at a disadvantage because 
it could not get a fix on their net worth. So now comes the Senate 
Crime Committee with a proposal that every tax return showing 
income of over 4250,000 n year must attach a statement of net worth 
This is expected to give a double check on tax enforcement and 
criminal income. 


In still another field, the Crime Committee seeks to clarify tha- 


law on the granting of immunity to witnesses who testify for the . 
state. This is a complicated and technical legal subject. Witnesses 
may now refuse to testify against criminals on the grounds that they 
themselves might be incriminated. 


In 1900, * law was put on the books granting' immunity for 
witnesses testifying before Congress or it» committees. In a Supreme 
Court test, however, this law was upset. In spite ot it, some 25 Federal 
regulatory agencies now have this authority to gcaat Immunity to
